If the Government thought that to declare 
war instead of leaving the, question to European 
mediation was a violatiog of that treaty, they 
should have told Russia so ‘beforehand. Whetber 
Russia was blameabie depended very much wheth- 
er the European concert by which matters were to 
be arranged was real. He denied that that con- 
cert was anything more than a sham. He 
denied that England had the right to prevent 
Russia from aitacking Egypt. and scouted the idea 
that Russia desired to capture Constantinople. He 
could not have voted for the third and fourth reso- 
lutions if Gladstone had maintained them, but 
before the outbreak of the present war would have 
supported a deciaration in favor of European 
pressure aud coercion. He believed the ma- 
jority of the House favored neutrality as 
far as is consistent with British interests, and said 
that the best way to protect those interests was to 
be ready to offer mediation at the first opporta- 
nity. 

/ THE CONSERVATIVE SPEECHES 
preceding Forster's were principally character- 
ized by a strong anti-Russian tone. Mr. Chap-

LIKELIHOOD OF A WAR WITH RUSSIA. 
Correspondence New York Times. 

Loxpon, April 26.—Nothing but the war is 
talked about, and if the Turk bas some enemies 
among us, the opponents of Russia not only out- 
number them a hundred fold, but they are bitter in 
their sarcasms upon Russian professions of hu- 
manity. Slowly but surely there is astrong war 
feeling growing up among all classes from John 
O’Groat's to Lands’ End. The time is not far 
distant when the English guns will be heard 
thundering against the Russian hosts. It only 
needs a fiery and defiant oration in Parliament, and 
an overwhelming declaration of the House in seup- 
port of the Government, to launch England into 
the war before the tardy spring has developed into 
summer. Lord Beaconsfield has had long inter- 
views with the Queen. There are frequent 
Cabinet Councils. The declaration of war 
was received with cheers by English 

roops at Aldershot. The clothing and 
other manufacturing departments have for months 
past been working night and day. Thirty thousand 
saddles have been made this year. Almost every 
has been a pew war ship laid down. 
Experiments with torpedoes have daily varied the 
trials of eon and armor-plates. This week an 
American is to exhibit to the Admiralty a new tor- 
pedo-boat, which I am told he claims to work and 
guide two miles ahead of the directing vessel. Ho- 
bart Pasha, who has command of the Turkish fleet, 
is an Euglish sailor. Valentine Baker is a Brig- 
adier-General over the Ottoman troops. Though 
the first is an adventurer who was dismissed from 
the British service for serving under other fags, 
and the latter was caehiered for an assanit on 
a lady in a railway carriage, they are both 
brave and clever men, —representatives of Anylo- 
Saxonpinck. Hobart Pasha was Capt. Hobart in 
the English navy, and there is nothing against 
him except that his love of fighting led him to join 
the expeaitions of foreign countries. Col. Baker 
was one of the most brilliant cavalry officers in 
the English service, aud be fell, as you know, 
through his dastardly passion for a woman with 
whom he was traveling alone. These are small 
links to bind a nation, bat they give to the Turkish 
arms, by land and sea, an additional interest to 
the feelings of ancient alliance with Turkey which 
counts against Russia. Straws on the stream are 
these smal! indications of the current, but they 
show the course and prociaim the coming flood that 
will carry them out into the sea where all the tribu- 
taries lose identity and become one. 

It ts pretty certain that the English fleet will be 
coder to Constantinople. Two British gunboats 
have already entered the Danube. and another is 
lying off Galatz. The rumor that there is an un- 

erstanding between Germany and Russia is douat- 
ed. Anstria, it is thought, will be forced into the 
war before Russian designs on Bosnia follow the 
successes which Europe seems to think she is cer- 
tain tooptain. Germany should have sufücient on 
ite hands in watching France, I met Capt. Burnaby 
one evening this week. He is a fine, manly-looking 
fellow. over six feet in height. He informed me 
the Turkish forces in Asia are in anything bata 
satisfactory condition. They have been got 
together hastily, and are principally raw 
levies. Worst of ail, they are not well 
officered. Mr. Churchward, who built four of 
the ‘urkish iron-clads, and who knows Hobart 
Pasha intimately, dined last night at the Junior 
Cariton Club with some friends of mine, and spoke 
in terms of intense admiration of the Pasha s sail- 
or-like and fighting qualities. You may look for

ANOTHER PIECE OF HIS WORK. 

Special Diapatch te The Tribune. 
Wasninerox, D. C., May 10.—In connection 
with the report of the Coroner's jury upon Mullett 
and the New York (ustom-House, it appears that 
a similar accident occurred bere a few days ago, 
of which the local press has made no mention. A 
new jail was built in Washington between the 
years 1872 and 1875 under Mallett's direction at 
an expense exceeding $600,000. The lautern and 
roof over the huge rotunda in the cen- 
tre of the obuijiding are supported by 
two heayy suspension trusses of sixty-three 
feet span, and loaded by between thirty and forty 
tons weight each. A diagonal tie- rod between the 
upper and lower cord, designed to transmit a strain 
of eleven tons, broke, in calm weather fortunately; 
and, on examination, it was found to have been 
grosaly defective, s@ that the required test could 
never have been appliedtoit. It is most provi- 
dential that merely a heavy sagging and twisting of 
the truss and roof took place, and that the whole 
cumbrous fabric did not fall. Any proper inspec- 
tion of the material would have caused a discovery 
of the defect in this tie- rod.

STEAMSHIP DISASTER. 

Lowpon, May 10.—The steamer Dakota, from 
Liverpool yesterday for New York, is ashore at 
Point Limas, forty-five miles from Liverpool. The 
crew and passengers were safely landed. A tug 
has gone to the scene of the disaster. 

The Dakota's passengers will sail Saturday in the 
ateamer Wisconstn. it is feared the Dakota will 
prove a total logs. 

Point Limas “4s where outward-bound vessels 
usually drop their pilots. The coast is steep, rocky, 
and exceedingly dangerous. Point Limas is where 
the Roya! Charter, an Australian emigrant clipper, 
was wrecked in October, 1858, when nearly 400 
persons perished, and where, about a year ago, the 
steamer Abbottsford, @ splendid ocean steamer, 
was wrecked. 

The Dakota was about 3,500 tons burden, and 
was valued at $750,000. She has always been 
considered an A 1” vessel, and was commanded 
by Capt. James Price, Jr., who has the reputation 
of veing a thoroughly skilled and experienced 
mariner. Theship and cargo are supposed to be 
fully insured. 

Lonpon, May 10.—The Dakota parted to-day at 
noon, ond is sinking stern foremost. The Captain 
and a number of men narrowly escaped. Last 
night, when she etruck, it was dark. kets at- 
tracted the attention of the coast guard, 
whose station was close to the scene 
of the wreck at Bull Bay. A iife- 
poat was launched, which took off some of the 
passengers and their luggage, the ship's boat and 
other boats assisting, but the wreck was driven so 
close in shore that the majoriy of the passengers 
were saved by a rocket 1 worked by the 
coastguard, which landed them very rapidly. ter

Archbishop Puarcell---Political Notes. 
fo the Reer af The. Tribune. 

Cincinnati, O., May 7.—The citizens of Cincin- 
nati were considerably surprised, when the New 
York newspapers reached here on Sunday, to learn 
that the venerable Archbishop of this Diocese was 
seriously ill. These papers were misinformed. 
It is true that the venerable Archbishop, burdened 
with the cares of his Diocese, is in feeble health. 
One at his age could hardly be expected to bear up 
in the world as easily as others whose years are 
fewer. Iam told that the Archbishop was too 
feeble, some two weeks ago, to make a trip to San 
Francisco for his health. Three weeks ago, when 
he confirmed a host of children, he looked very 
feeble, and it was remarked that the good man was 
not ir this world. But he is not, nor has he 
been, my knoweledge, confined to his bed 
of late. One of the purest and best of men, 
and one most highly esteemed by all 
classes, and devotedly loved by the Catholics of 
Cincinnati, is Archbishop Pureell.

TRADE IN GEREALS. 


The Total Production of Europe—The Crops 
and Imports of 187¢6—The Probable De- 
mand for American Products. 

Boston Herald. 

Acccording to very careful statistical exhibit re - 
cently made by the French Government. the total 
cereal production of Europe amounts at present to 
an sverage of 4,994,000,000 bushels per annam. 
Of thie Russia alone farnishes 1,606,000,000 
bushels, or nearly one-third of the whole; 
Gemany, 742,500,000 bushels; France, 687, 500, - 
000 bashels: and Austria, 550,000,000 bushels. 
The production of this country is set down at 
1, 537,250,000 bushels, or thirty-nine anda halt 
bushels to each inhabitant, while Europe with a 


population of 297,000,000, produces only about 
sixteen and a half bushels per head. The follow- 
ing table gives the amount of cereale per inhabit- 
tant produced by the various States of Europe:

— and, therefore, all the States that come 
after Sweden upon the list have to obtain grain 
supplies from other countries. In this country 
three-fifths of the cereal production consists of 
corn. In Europe oats predominate, and next in 
uantity comes wheat, rye, barley, and corn. 
nesia, Prussia, and France produce large wheat 
crops, and the two first are our largest competitors 
in the — —* market. Ia Roumania and Servia 
corn takes the first rank. Prior to 1860 — ane 
Prussia led the United States in the «s upp! 
wheat. From 1859 to 1861 the exports of w — 
from this country to te sprang suddenly up 
from 340,504 ewt to 15,610,472 ewt. while in 
the same period Russia advanced only from 
3. 837,454 cwt to 4,507,483 cot, and Prus- 
sia from 3. 345. 301 cwt to 4,462,573 cwt. The 
lead taken so suddenly by this country has ever 
since been maintained. Tables covering the years 
from 1860 to 1872 show that the United — 
supplied England during that period with 28. ö 
cent of her total imports of wheat, inclu ing 
flour, against 24.7 per cent from Russia and 17.2 
per cent from Germany. In the same posses En- 
gland imported 43 per cent of her total importa- 
tions of corn from untry. In 1852 the ex- 
ports of corn Fes this country to Great Britain only 
amounted to 1,341,304 bush2is, against 1,795, 632 
bushels from Pures and Roumania, and 1. 870, 528 
bushels from Russia. At present Roumania and 
Southern Russia, toa leseer degree, are our prin- 
cipal competitors in the supply of corn. ‘The year 
1876 was a good harvest year in England; prices 
2 low, and the total imports of wheat were only 
44, 304, 152 cot. against 51,886,393 owt in 1875.

This will tend to make a good market for 
corn, of which there is in this country more tnan 
twice the quantity in store than there was this time 
last year, although the exports to England have 
been larger than last year. While much depends 
upon the arca of hostilities and the length of the 
war, it is the opinion of statisticians that the East- 
ern war cannot fail to create an extraordinary de- 
mand for our breadstuffs.

There is no comfort in Washington for 
the whisky-thieves in any part of the coun- 
try. Secretary Suxeman will hot even let 
bygones be bygones, as Messrs. LawRENCE 
and Rep are daily discovering in their 
efforts to effect a comfortable arrangement 
for the “first batch,” Thero jis a restless 
and energetic tendency manifested in the 
Treasury Department to review and as far 
as possible undo some of the performances 
of the preceding Administration in reference 
to the whisky cases. The fact that in Chi- 
cago the natural protectors of the Govern- 
ment’s interests somehow managed to re- 
verse their positions and get on the side of 
the thieves does not necessarily imply that this 
is to be the end of the wretched business; and 
the same is true of some of the peculiar com- 
promises that were effected in St. Louis. 
Secretary Suzuman proposes to get at the 
bottom of these transactions, and the dis- 
tillers begin to wonder if there is any such 
thing as rest for the weary under the present 
order of thingsiat Washington. 

THE PRESIDENT’S POLICY. 
It may not be out of the way to direct the 
special attention of that class of partisans 
who think that, the organization of the Re- 
publican party as an officeholding communi- 
ty merely is of an importance paramount to 
the welfare of the country to the reply 
made by the President to a well-known 
newspaper-owner in Cleveland. When this 
Cleveland editor represented to the President 
that his Southern policy would be likely to 
result in a defedt of the Republican party in 
Ohio at the October election (giving as a 
reason that the Republicans would stay away 
from the polls in sufficient numbers to bring 
this about), the President is reported to have 
said that it would not surprise him a great 
deal, and to have intimated that he should 
not be at all alarmed at it, nor regard the Re- 
publican party as doomed in case the pre- 
diction should prove to be true. Now, all 
this simply means that President Hares 
is not administering the General Government 
according to a certain policy that has an 
eye single to the purpose of carrying 
the State of Ohio or any other State at the 
October election, and that he will not accept 
any temporary defect in any local election 
as a sign of the popular disapproval of his 
course, or as the final determination of the 
political status of the country, or as the 
ultimate effect of his policy on the Repub- 
lican party. In this no sane man will dis- 
pute him; the imfatuated office-seeker and 
the desperate partisan alone may deny it. 
In withdrawing the United States troops 
from the probably unconstitutional and cer- 
tainly unwise employment of sustaining 
State Governments that cannot stand alone ; 
in bringing about a peaceable settlement of 
local dissensions:that have lasted for years, 
with a guarantee of civil and political rights 
for the blacks from the only people who can 
enforce them; in squeezing down the num- 
ber of offices to the smallest number, and 
reducing the number of officeholders to a 
working-force ; in cutttng down the army 2,500 
men; in establishing a tenure of office in the 
civil service during good behavior and effi- 
cient work; in refusing to condone the 
offenses against the revenue and remit stolen 
taxes; in preparing to curtail Government 
expenditures far below what has been re- 
garded as possible,—President Hayes is 
probably doing what he believes the welfare 
of the country demands, and not trying to 
oonciliate some disappointed and selfish par- 
tisans. 
There is reason to believe, however, 
that the Cleveland editor has not fairly repre- 
sented the people of Ohio in saying that the 
State will be lost to the Republieans in Octo- 
ber by reason of the President’s policy. Such 
expressions of public feeling as have been 
given at the polls since the President's policy 
has become apparent have been greatly to 
the advantage of the Republican party, both 
inside and outside of the State of Ohio. even 
including the City of Cleveland. The Repub- 
licans carried thpir city election in Cincin- 
neti this spring by a majority of 4,000, 
though the city returned two Demo- 
cratic Congressmen last fall. The same 
tendency has been noticed elsewhere. Chi- 
cago gave an unpéralleled Republican major- 
ity this spring, though Trix carried the 
city last fall by 5,000 majority, and the vic- 
tory this spring was so overwhelming that 
some part of it may be fairly credited to the 
influence of the President's policy. The Re- 
publicans carried Indianapolis the other day 
by 1,500 majority, which was a vast improve- 
ment over the October and November eleo- 
tions. These events are scarcely significant 
of a defeat in Ohib next October, and if there 
be a defeat its explanation will probably be 
found in something besides the President's 
policy. But, defeat or no defeat in Ohio the 
coming fall, the President's policy has a pa- 
triotism which will outlast the spite of the 
disappointed partisans who may possibly 
bring about tempprary reverses in certain lo- 
calities, which will gain for the Republican 
party two States where it shall lose one, and 
inspire a popular confidence in its fitness 
for Government which a dozen temporary 
local defeats will not shatter.

THE NEW JUDICIAL LAW.

It is to 
be hoped the Senate will yield, and thus secure 
to the State a judiciary protected from the 
possibility of reproach on the ground of 
itical partisanahip. 
we > is notorious that the judicial circuits 
are apportioned by the party majority in the 
Legislature so as to secure the election of 
party candidates to the Bench, and that, ex- 
cept in rare cases, party candidates are elect- 
ed to the Circuit Courts. In-the northern 
district of the State, outside of Cook County, 
party lines exclude Democrats from the 
Bench, and in some of the middle, eastern, 
western, and southern districts the same ex- 
clusion is applied to Republicans. In many 
instances the best men are thus excluded 
from Judgeships by reason of their politics. 
In this county, this party rule has not been 
applied for many years, and Democrats and 
Republicans are elected and re-elected Judges 
by the general vote, without reference to the 
personal polities of the Judges. In other 
districts the party rule is insisted upon, and 
now, when three Judges are to be elected in 
each circuit, there is, it appears to us, a 
stronger reason than ever for allowing the 
people of each circuit to elect a 
Judge of whatever politics, and giv- 
ing to the minority the privilege, if suffi- 
ciently numerous, of electing one of 
the three Judges. The authority of 
the courts, after all, rests upon the 
degree in which they possess the general 
confidence and respect. Taxpayers and 
litigants are not all members of one political 
party, and the exclusion of one party from 
the choice of either of the Judges appointed 
over the district is a proceeding which can 
hardly be justified. In some Republican 
districts, the majority may lose what they 
consider a legitimate portion of the party 
spoils; but in the adjoining district their 
party friends in a minority will make a cor- 
responding gain. So that, after all, in a 
mere party sense, the losses and gains will 
bs equalized, but there will be the great gen- 
eral advantage that in each of the thirteen 
cireuits both political parties will be repre- 
sented on the Bench. There will be a Re- 
publican Judge in the Adams, Pike, Sanga- 
mon, and Crawford circuits, and a Democrat 
in the Winnebago, Vermillion, Kankakee, 
and Rock Island circuits. The general con- 
fidence and the popular respect for the 
Courts can hardly fail to be increased by the 
obliteration of exclusive party selections of 


the Judges. 


THE ENGLISH DRIFT TOWARDS WAR. 

The letters which we printed in our last 
issue from Mr. Smauizy and Moncurs D. 
Conway, two very close observers, and the 
general tenor of the dispatches, clearly indi- 
cate the steady drift of England into war 
with Russia, notwithstanding the very cau- 
tious and conservative declaration of the 
Home Secretary in the GLapstone debate, to 
the effect that the Government will maintain 
the strictest neutrality between the contend- 
ing Powers, while it maintains its own in- 
terests, and is conscious of its own earnest 
desire for peace. Mr. Smatizy says posi- 
tively of the feeling in England : 

The actual commencement of hostilities by Rus- 
sia has occasioned an outburst of English animos- 
ity against Russia which may fairly be called 
ferocious. All disguises are thrown off. The real 
wish and purpose of the Anglo-Turkieh party, 
steadily maintained from the beginning, are at last 
openly proclaimed. They mean nothing less than 
that England should once more fight the battle of 
Turkey. That is what the Government meant last 
summer, and what the country, roused to indigna- 
tion by the Bulgarian atrocities, refased to permit. 

Mr. Conway confirms this statement, as 
will be seen by the following extract : 

Day by day, with a rapidity one would have 
called impossible, the reaction is seen returning 
against Russia. The ‘*atrocities’’ have become 
antiquarian, so faras Turkey is concerned, while 
Russia's old sins are paraded as if they occurred 
yesterday. The theatres are beginning to reflect 
the changed popular sentiment. At the Glebe 
Theatre a sung is sung embodying the sentiment 
that should occasion again arise for protecting 
English interests, she will be found beside the 
Turk, and ** carrying on the same old game. The 
song haa been received with cheers. It is common 
to hear ‘‘ Atrécities? I don't belicvein them; or 

Think of what Russia did in Poland.” 

Assuming that England goes into this war, 
she will not care to go into it alone. It is 
not her custom. She fights with money, and 
subsidies, and alliances. She has never car- 
ried on war alone in moderntimes. She has 
never made a square stand-up fight like that 
between France and Germany. She will at 
once seek an ally, and that ally will be Aus- 
tria, whom she will attempt to drag into the 
conflict. Leaving Germany out of the ques- 
tion as a possible ally of Russia in such a 
complication, and assuming that England, 
Austria, and Turkey array themselves against 
the Czar in a triple alliance of greed, desper- 
ation, and fanaticism, and what then? It is 
even then possible for Ru sia to 
come out victorious. England is no bet- 
ter prepared for war now than she 
was in the Orimean conflict. Her 
army stands to-day no better off in material, 
efficiency, and fighting strength than it did 
then. She has fallen far to the rear of the 
Continental Powers in their gigantic military

society and morality, and hence it should 
subjected to every preventive and punitive 
penalty that can be devised by law. The 
man who earns $2 a day by hard labor, and 
instead of spending it all saves one-half of 
it, becomes at the end of two years a capi- 
talist, having at his disposal a sum equal to 
the entire labor earnings of a year. This 
industry, economy, and thrift, instead of 
being worthy of respect and encouragement, 
is regarded by the Illinois State Senate as a 
crime against labor, and as an attempt 
by this man to grasp the weaith 
which the Almighty intended should be 
the common heritage of the human 


‘family. The man who by his self-denial and 


unflagging industry thus accumulates a few 
hundred dollars naturally seeks to make it 
productive ; he therefore lends it to a neigh- 
bor, who with it purchases three horses, giv- 
ing a note for the money. Such a proceed- 
ing as this, in the estimation of the Senate 
of Illinois, merits punishment, and there-

The General Revenue law was adopted in 
1872, and in it Was incorporated a proyision 
for taxing, in addition to all the visible or 
discoverable property of persons and corpo- 
rations, th? capital stock of all corporations. 
Under this law the practice has been to value 
all real and personal property of all kinds; 
and in the case of corporations to assess the 
capital stock, adding thereto the debts of the 
corporation, and from the aggregate deduct 
the assessed value of the real and personal 
property. The values of real and personal 
property are assessed at from one-fourth to 
one-third their actual value. The operation 
is thus: Company with $200,000 capital in- 
vested in land, machinery, tools, and mate- 
rials; debta; $100,000; assessed on capital 
stock, $200,000 ; debts, $100,000; property 
(one-third), $67,000; total taxable valua- 
tion: property, $67,000; capital and debts 
over value of property, $233,000; aggregate 
value to be taxed, $300,000. The theory is, 
that the capital stock and the property of 
the company in which the capital is invested 
are two distinct substantial properties, 
capable of being separated and of 
being taxed as distinct identities. For 
several years the Legislature has been 
floundering in the wildest theories on this 
subject, but it still adheres to the doctrine 
that a man who owns one-fifth of the prop- 
erty of a corporation, and holds a certificate 

rom the company reciting that fact, owns 
and possesses property equivalent for taxable 
purposes to the value of two-fifths, —one-fifth 
being his actual interest and the other fifth 
being his certificate. The Illinois Senate 
insists that the property itself and the cer- 
tificates of the respective shares of each of 
the owners of the property are both taxable 
entities, and denounces as treason against 
labor the assertion that this is double taxa- 
tion. 

For some reason, not very clearly under- 
stood, the Legislature at its present session 
has stricken out of the amended bill from 
the lists of property to be taxed the words 
* capital stock,” and substituted therefor 
the words intangible property.” Here- 
after the taxable property in Illinois is to be 
“tangible” or intangible,“ and the in- 
tangible to include credits, debts, and cer- 
tificates of stock. ' 

The aggregate valuation of the real and 
personal property of this State for taxable 
purposes is about $1,000,000,000. The ac- 
tual value is about $3,000,000,000. The 
valuation of such property is, therefore, on 
an average, not exceeding one-third. This 
is fully understood; but the ignorance and 
malice which seek to punish organized or 
associated savings or capital were displayed 
in an amendment proposed by Senator Jos- 
LYN, to the effect that in assessing intangi- 
ble property the State Board should always 
put it down at its “ actual value,” or at 100° 
cents on the dollar.

THE STANDARD OF THE PROPHET. . 
The startling news is sent from London 
that the Sheik-ul-Islam, who is the head of 
the Church in Turkey, and to whom the 
Sultan must refer in every act of importance, 
has instructed| the leader of the annual pil- 
grim caravan which starts shortly from Con- 
stantinople for Mecca to proclaim in all the 
cities through which he passes that the 
faithful are called to the war against Russia, 
and that he will bless the Sultan as the lead- 
er of the holy war. The news is in accord- 
ance with previous dispatches which have 
represented the Sultan as declaring, in spite 
of English advice to the contrary, that he 
would unfurlithe standard of the Prophet 
when the emergency arose. With one pow- 
erful army along the whole line of the Dan- 
ube from its mouth to the Servian frontier, 
and another driving the Turks before it 
through Asia Minor, the Sultan may well 
imagine that the emergency has come. 
The unfurling of this standard, the 
‘“‘Sanyak-Sherif,” will present a new phase 


of the conflict, The standard is as old as 
Mohammedanism itself. It was part of the 
flowing curtains that adorned the room of 
Mosammen’s favorite wife, and has always 
been carefully guarded from profane eyes in 
the Seraglio. It matters little how old it is, 
or what it is, however, to Mohammedans, 
It is to them the symbol of their faith, the 
standard of their Prophet, the badge of 
Islam. When that standard is unfarled, it 
summons every Mohammedan to the rescue 
of Islam. It calls upon 3,500,000 Moham- 
medans in European Turkey, over 40,000,- 
000 in India, 3,500,000 in Persia, and over 
100,000,000 more scattered through various 
parts of Asia and Africa, to rally to the de- 
fense of Islam àgainst the *‘infidels.” It is 
of course imposible that Turkey could ever 
organize these immense hordes into regular 
armies, regularly drilled and disciplined, to 
the troops of Russia. It 
is not the purpose of Turkey to do 


invitation to massacre and plunder all 
who do not believe in Mohammedanism.
